REPORTS SAY 


UNIVERSITY PARK. Pa. < \P> 
—Major business activity — with 
the exception of the steel industry 
—appears to have leveled off in 
the state, a business analyst from 
Pennsylvania State University re­ 
ports 
Ned Shilling, with the univer­ 
sity's 
Bureau of 
Business 
Re­ 
search. reported the "slow and 
slight 
decline 
in 
Pennsylvania 
business activity that began last 
year appears to have come to an 
end." 
Most of the major sectors have 
failed to showo much change, for 
better or worse. Shilling said, and 
current economic indicators doc 
not give firm clues to potential 
changes in the near future. 
Steel was the one exception in 
Shilling's analysis. The steel in­ 
dustry is "enjoying a small boom 
of its own." he said. in responose 
to a high rate of automobile as­ 
sembly and to rapid inventory 
building by steel users.
